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Tell Catholics in second marriage problems to seek Church help

Know any Catholics in a second marriage 
who think they are cut off from the Church? 
Tell them to contact a priest at the nearest 
parish. Chances are they have separated 
themselves from the sacraments needlessly. 


The Church insists that a marriage valid in 
the eyes of God cannot be dissolved by man. 
But that does not mean that the Church 


forsakes divorced Catholics who have 
remarried. > 
“In fact,’’ asserts Father Michael 


Higgins, officialis or head of the Diocesan 
Tribunal, ‘‘we will do all in our power to help 
them remarry in the Church.”’ 


THE OPERATIVE: word is validity. 
_ Granting annulments, ‘declarations that 
marriages were never valid, is a primary 
task of the tribunal, OC haiee in effect, is the 
Church court. 


Obtaining such a decir ‘is much easier - 
than. many Catholics think,’’ said Father 
Higgins who believes many remarried 
Catholics have cut themselves off from the 
- Church needlessly. 


The tribunal exists to serve people, “‘and 
we encourage people to make use of it,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘especially before remarriage.” 


WHO SHOULD use -the tribunal? “‘It is 
there for divorced Catholics who have 
_remarried or who are considering remar- 
riage and for divorced non-Catholics who 
have married or wish-to marry a Catholic,”’ 
Father Higgins explained. 

There are many reasons for which “the 
Church can grant a decree for nullity. 
Among the most common are: 

—a desire not to have children; 


—defect of consent (marriage because of 
pregnancy for example); 
_. ignorance of the obligations of mar- 
riage; 

—intention not to be faithful in marriage; 

lack of intention to enter into a 
permanent marriage; 


' —getting married out of fear or force; 


—lack of understanding . of marriage . 


responsibilities; 
—mental illness; 


—alcoholism (at the time of marriage); 

—immaturity; and 

—psycho-sexual problems such as homo- 
sexuality. 

Tribunal use of most of these grounds— 
easier to prove than they may appear—has 
developed since 1970 when the Church 
began streamlining procedure and adopting 
a more ‘‘compassionate and pastoral’’ view 
of annulment, Father Higgins: said. 

THE NOTION that ‘‘obtaining an annul- 
ment from the Church takes years’’ is also 
wrong, according to the officialis.~ ‘*Peti- 
tioners with valid grounds can expect a 
nullity decree within two months of the time 
they first approach the tribunal.”’ 


More -than 1,000 marriage cases are 


. brought before the tribunal each year. Last 


year 536.cases were processed and 406 
annulments were granted. Another 600 
cases could not be processed because of the 
shortage ‘of tribunal advocates, the priests 
who represent petitioners in marriage cases. 


Recently, to catch up with the caseload, 


the tribunal started a new program, believed 
to be unique in the‘nation, by swearing in 52 
s, 


civil lawyers and judges as “‘lay advocates”’ 


THEY WILL bring the tribunal’s ceiics 
directly to 26 parishes on a part-time basis, 
‘‘and their efforts should speed the process 
even further,’’ Father Higgins predicted. 


Though the internal working of the 
tribunal can get quite complicated, the 
annulment process ‘‘is very simple for those 
seeking a nullity decree,’ he declared. 


To begin the process, the petitioner needs 
only to contact a parish priest or one of the 
new lay advocates—a list of them and the 
parishes they serve was published in SC, 
May 26. 


“THE ADVOCATE or the priest helps the 
petitioner gather the necessary evidence— 
generally sworn testimony from two or three 
witnesses—and, if valid grounds seem to be 
present, prepares the case for the tribunal,’’ 
Father Higgins explained. 


The case is then presented to the tribunal 
judges and a decision is handed down. But, 
Father Higgins noted, the Church cannot file 
the nullity decree, the determination that the 
marriage was never valid, until a civil 
divorce is final. 


Brain and head transplants bigger moral problems than sex?

Current medical and surgical 
experimentation and technica] ad- 
vances are imposing major moral 
decisions upon doctors and raising 
vital questions of attitudes towards 
life and death. In many cases they 
are questions doctors would: rather : 
not have the responsibility of 
answering. 


According to a _ report from 
National Catholic News Service, a 
leading American Catholic neuro- 
surgeon who has _ transplanted 
brains-in animals has asked Catholic 
moral theologians to devote less 
time to sexual morality and start 
scientific study of these life-death 
problems faced by the medical 
profession. 


IN AN INTERVIEW in Rome 
during a lecture tour, Dr. Robert 
White, director of the neurosurgery 
and brain research departments at 
Cleveland Metropolitan _ Hospital, 
said moral theologians are ‘‘so tied 


up with problems of sexuality and in . 


trying to decide what homosexuality. 
is that they are not giving sufficient 
study to major medical problems.”’ 


Dr. White, 51,’ who was the first 
scientist to isolate an animal brain 
and keep it alive mechanically, said 
that he knew of no moral theologian 
who understands neurochemistry or 
neurosurgery (operations on brains 
of criminals and psychotics) well 
enough to carry on an intelligent 
dialogue on the morality of certain 
brain operations. 


Among the more urgent problems | 
affecting the medical sciences he 
listed the field of transplants, brain 
death, and the use of expensive 
extraordinary means to conserve life 
of the chronically ill. The success of 
transplants, dialysis machines and 
other extraordinary means are 
causing ‘‘mammoth’’ problems for 
doctors, he said. 


WHILE REJECTING the idea of 
brain transplants for humans, Dr. 
White spoke of head transplants 
which would ‘‘give the brain the 


possibility of communicating with its 
- environment.” Moralists must start 
answering hard questions about the 
morality of head transplants which, 
‘he believes, are already technically 
possible. 


‘‘How can moralists give guide- 
lines to surgeons if they don’t 
understand brain function or brain 
chemistry?’’ he asked, adding that 
moral theologians cannot follow his 
presentations on neurosurgery since 
they ‘‘must bring back what f say 


into the realm of classical philo- | 


sophy.”’ 

ON THE need for serious moral 
guidance in the new fields of 
medicine, the American hierarchy i is 

‘still chasing its own tail,’’ said Dr. 
White, an active Catholic and father 
of 10 children. 

In a 1974 document entitled 
‘*Respect Life’’, the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee for Population and 
Pro-Life Activities defined 
ordinary means’’ of prolonging life 
as ‘‘all medicines, treatments and 
operations which cannot be obtained 


. generosity and charity.

and used without excessive pain, 


expense or other inconveniences, or 
‘which, if used, would not offer: a 


reasonable hope of benefit.’ 


DR. WHITE CITES excessive cost 


in the use of dialysis machines for 
kidney troubles and probable pa- 
ralysis from the neck down in head 
transplants. “In transplanting only 
the brain,’’ he added, ‘‘a surgeon 
would run the risk that the vital 
organs of sight, hearing and speech 
might be rejected -when the new 
brain begins to function.” 


Does this place such procedures in 
the grey moral area of nonobligatory 
means of life-preservation? Mor- 
alists have commented that donation 
of vital organs after ‘‘irreversible 
brain death’’ is an act of ‘“‘great 
” Does it 
make a moral difference if the organ 
is a heart or a head? 


Certainly the idea of a head 
transplant is one to make a normal 
human being recoil, but does it pose 
a separate and distinct moral 
question? It would appear so. The 


implications of transplanting a 
human brain with its particular 
memory banks and _ identifying 
personality characteristics are tre- 
smendous. 


Dr- White claims that there is too 
much interest among the clergy in 
the fields of psychology and 
psychiatry, to the neglect of 

neurochemistry. But is it possible to 
‘eliminate psychological science in 
the consideration of brain and head 
transplants? 


THE MEDICAL dilemma is. enor- 
mous and extends into unprece- 
dented areas. “‘We are able to keep 
people alive for incredible periods 
when we probably should not,’’ the 
neurosurgeon said. ‘“‘Everyone is 
supposed to have the best: medical 
care possible, but now decisions 
have to be made. on categories of 
patients who are to _ enjoy every 
advance of medicine.’ 


Making a plea for moral direction, 
Dr. White accused moralists of 
-escaping these problems because 
they are not trained to deal with the 

“scientific ‘disciplines.’’ However, 
for some, the issue lies more in the 
relative values of life and death than 
in the specifics of major transplants. 


IS DEATH so negative, defeating 
and voiding an experience that every 
conceivable effort—however bizarre 
—should be made to prolong life? Is 
life itself the ultimate value? How 
does the medical profession recon- 
cile the contradiction of surgical 
procedures to destroy new and 
growing life with continuing experi- 
mentation to prolong failing life by 
more and more complicated trans- 
plants? 

The responsibility for answers to 
such questions seems to lie equally 
with medical ethicists as with 
moral theologians. Dr. White said 
that he has not made any personal 
decision yet on whether or not a 
head transplant could ever be 
considered a moral operation. He 
did not comment on the possibility 
that Catholic neurosurgeons might 
need greater training in.the disci- 
plines of moral theology.

NEARLY FILLING the Im- 
maculata for the occasion 
were nearly 60 deacons, 
priests, the new deacons’ 
wives and children and more 
than 900 of their family 
members and friends. 


Introducing the penitential 
rite of the ordination Mass, 
Bishop Maher told the new 
deacons of a visit he had the 
night before with a transi- 
tional deacon from the Los 
Angeles archdiocese who is 
in Scripp’s Hospital dying of 
cancer. 

“‘He told me that on this, 
your ordination day, he is 
offering up his suffering and 
his prayers for you,’’ the 
bishop said. 

IN HIS homily at the 
ordination Mass, Father Neal 
Dolan, director of the dia- 
conate program, noted that 
the Church gives birth to 
itself daily by sharing the 
faith. 

For the Christian, he said, 
the Church is ‘‘our personal 


response to Christ. We are 
delegated to give life to the 
Church in the eyes of 
others.” 

This deacon class, said 
Father Dolan, ‘‘comes before 
you with a faith experience 
that has been part of their 
lives. They come with a 
knowledge and courage be- 
cause they asked Jesus for 
help. They seek to share 
their faith with you by asking 
ordination.”’ 


IN SPECIAL acknowledge- 
ment of the new deacons’ 
wives, who must publicly 
give their assent before their 
husbands are ordained, 
Father Dolan said: ‘“‘We 
particularly appreciate your 
love, patience and support.”’ 

And because wives play an 
important role in the ministry 
of their permanent deacon 
husbands, they played an 
important role in’the ordina- 
tion as well, helping to vest 
the men with dalmatic and 
stole, traditional liturgical 
dress of deacons. 

After they were vested the 
new deacons returned to the 
sanctuary where they were 
presented with the Book of 
the Gospels by Bishop 
Maher, signifying the minis- 
try of the Word which they 
share .with priests as pro- 
claimers of the gospel. 


AS DEACONS the men 
may also baptize, witness 
weddings, conduct funerals, 
and preach.

"Great White Way’ is full of smut 


They used to call it the ‘‘Great White Way’’. And 
we who enjoyed the first talking pictures were led 
to believe that romance and stardom came from just 
being around the right people there. Broadway, 
New York, was probably the most romanticized 
street in the world in movies. 


Now, what was once a center for theater and the 
emerging art form of movies and sound, has 
become the center of pornography. Most theaters 
have long since closed, and off-Broadway shows 
are far away. Meanwhile, there are now more than 
200 sex-related establishments in Times Square 
alone, that once great place for people out for a 
pleasant evening stroll.

The Reader refuses to take X-rated movie ads, or 
ads for any commodity which transgresses the 
bounds of decency laid down by Jim Holman,: the 
young publisher of the Reader, who puts his moral 
principles ahead of profits. 


By contrast the San Diego Union and Tribune 


earn hundreds of dollars daily from the X-rated ads __ 


and the prostitutes’ parade in the ‘‘Personal’’ 
classifieds. 


What else is there? 


Of course there are some who will say that this 
obsession with morals and sex overlooks much 
greater moral issues, such as those discussed in the 
article on page 1 this week. The whole question of 


- organ transplants and the extension of life to stave 


off death is a vast and fertile field for theological 
debate. 


Once we embarked on the road of transplants, 
and approval came from church authorities, we 
were entering into a whole area of the concept of 
life and death previously more a matter of science 
fiction than theology. — 


Now we can ask in all seriousness: how far are we 
away from a transplanted head or brain? According 
to neurosurgeons this is not far-fetched, but a 
closer reality than perhaps we dare to think. What 
then with regard to the ‘‘person’’ of the 
transplanted brain or head? What, then, about the 
soul? Or do we regard the brain as simply another 
organ, such as a kidney or heart? It seems we 
cannot, since we know it stores our knowledge, our 
memory, our whole life background of teaching, of 
right and wrong. 


Why are we so desperate to try to extend life by 


‘artificial’ or other means, particularly in older 
persons? While life is quite enjoyable and while we 
can all make the most of it, surely the anticipation 
of eternity after death is a legitimate pursuit with 
the hope that it is not too long delayed. 


Healthy Pope Paul 


- While on the subject of age and health, don’t 
believe all you read which proclaims the Pope’s 
‘failing health.’” Among those who have told me of 
his vigor and his humor, his attentiveness and his 
liveliness in personal encounter are several who 
have visited with him in recent months. They 
include Bishop Maher, diocesan chancellor Msgr. |. 
Brent Eagen, Msgr. William Spain of Solana 
Beach, just back from a study course in Rome, 
Father William Sullivan, OSA, who is stationed at 
the Augustinian headquarters in Rome, Jack Fink, 
president of Our Sunday Visitor, and Father Albert 
Nevins, their columnist.

We were talking...about gentleness 
and what it says about a person and 
that person’s attitude towards life and 
other people. 

Father Bernard Haring quotes an 
old German proverb which says, 
‘Friend, you are wrong, for you are 
rude,’’ and goes on to speak of 
gentleness as a genuine sign that we 
are guided by the Holy Spirit and live 
in Christ’s truth. 


There is more to gentleness than an 
apparent softening of manner. One 
may assume such a manner—in fact, 
use it as a method or technique—with- 
out being a truly gentle person. As 
with all virtues, there is a difference 
between what is apparent and what is 
actual. 


TRUE GENTLENESS is an attitude, 
a life stance, a way of perceiving and 
thinking and acting. It is the reflection 
of an inner. sense of reverence and 
awe before the God-in-ness ef people, 
and the God-in-ness of creation. 


For the gentle person, all life, all 


existence is precious. Hatred and 
hostility, malice and envy, can never 
set down roots in gentleness, and 


If you're rude, you're wrong 


selfishness slips away like raindrops. 
As the mark of the Spirit, it is also the 
mark of loving and the mark of a 
Christian. 


Even people who profess no belief 
at all recognize the Christian nature of 
gentleness and evaluate the authority 
and authenticity of the Gospel by its 


presence or absence in us. They are - 


outraged and made cynical by the 
signs of violence and hatred among 


Christians, and have every right to be. 


so. 


GENTLENESS HAS nothing to do 
with weakness or passivity. Only the 
very strong can afford to be 
gentle—only those whose source of 
strength lies in something, someone, 
beyond themselves. And the more we 
grow towards that source, lean on it, 
rely on it, the more we come to really 
experience the movement towards 
gentleness within ourselves. 


It is always a positive growth, 
self-forgetting and reinforcing; resis- 
tant to what is evil, but not 
aggressive; assured but not arrogant; 
strong but not forceful. But it is not 
always easy to endure. 


Gentleness springs from the aware- 
ness of God’s love in us, and his love 
is too great for us to bear easily in our 
“fallen’’ or ‘‘becoming’’ state. The 
joy of gentle being, like the joyfulness 
of love always brings the self-wrench- 
ing echo of pain. : 


WE_ ARE NOT great enough to 
harbor even the reflection of divine 
love and compassion and reverence 


- for life without a kind of anguish. Like 


old wine skins, the new wine of such 
awareness seems likely to tear us 
apart. | like to think of such great and 
gentle lovers as Francis of Assisi and 
Therese of the Child Jesus, as ones 
burst at the seams by such awful 
abundance of loving gentleness! 


When John Henry Newman prayed 
“Sweet Jesus’’ ‘‘Dear Jesus...be so in 


“me that all who come in contact with 


me may see no longer me, but only 
Jesus,’’ there is the same intimate 
cemmunication of a gentleness that 
calms and heals and attracts. There is 
in such gentleness an_ overriding 
confidence in a value greater than our 
own, a knowing profounder than our 
own, a love deeper, wider and 


infinitely more faithful than our own. 


Within such a context, forgiveness 
ceases to be an issue, for it is not our 
prerogative. Kindness and respect for 
others becomes indistinguishable 


from our commitment to Christ, and 


strength finds a new definition. 


FEW OF US are wholly gentle, or 
gentle all the time. Few of us are not 


moved to gentleness from time to- 


time—perhaps even to great heights 
of gentleness. But for many of us, 
insecure in a_ threatening ~ world, 
gentleness is unfamiliar enough to be 
frightening. We find little consolation 
in a gentle Jesus and zero-in on the 
‘angry, violent’ Jesus of the Temple, 
forgetting that blasphemy is the only 
thing he could not countenance. 


Perhaps, when next gentleness 
surprises us it might be good to pause 
a while and wonder—what caused it, 
how does it feel—what is its source? 


If it is true gentleness, an echo of 
God’s -own gentleness, maybe we 


could rest and steep our spirits in awe 
and reverence as the breath of his 
Spirit touches us—however briefly.

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Call to Forgiveness 


| Love of God and love of 
neighbor go hand-in-hand 


By Father John J. Castelot 


When we think of living the Christian life, 
of practicing the virtues necessary for such 
living, it is sometimes easy to narrow our 
sights and distort our perspectives. Many 
are tempted, for example, to the view that 
life and those virtues almost exclusively in 
terms of their direct relationship with. God. 


Fundamental though such a perspective 
is, it is dangerously lopsided. The Christian 
life is lived by human beings in a real world 
in interrelation with other human beings. 


THAT IS WHY, when Jesus was asked 
which commandment he~ considered the 
greatest, he unhesitatingly quoted the 
command to love God completely, utterly, 
but then hastened to join to it the command 
to love one’s neighbor. The two go 
hand-in-hand. 


One of the! most important aspects of the 
love which we must show each other is a 


readiness to forgive. In the crush of daily life 
we are constantly hurting and being hurt, 
creating situations which can be corrected 
only be forgiveness and, equally, situations 
which can be corrected only by forgiveness 
and, equally important, by a willingness to 
accept forgiveness. 


It is not surprising, then, that the New 
Testament issues repeated over and over 
urgent calls to forgiveness, to reconciliation. 
At the end of the first part of the Sermon on 
the Mount, after proposing the ideal of 
indiscriminate love, Jesus sums up his 
exhortation thus: ‘‘In a word, you must be 
made perfect as your heavenly Father is 
perfect’’ (Matthew 5:48). = 


ONE’S FIRST reaction is to protest that 
this is an impossible ideal. But upon 
reflection, one sees that the perfection 


referred to. here is that of God’s love. And 


while that is still an ideal, it is not an 
impracticable one by any means. For

The Prouwigal Father 


One of the hardest things 
to receive or to give 


By Russell Shaw 


Forgiveness is one of the hardest things in 
the world. ‘‘Beware of the man who does not 
return your blow,’’ that master of paradox 
George Bernard Shaw wrote. ‘‘He neither 
forgives you nor allows you to forgive 
yourself.’” 


_ Like much that he said, this remark 
catches our attention by turning Christian 
truth upside down. But it also expresses a 
truth of its own—the truth of unredeemed 
humanity, for whom giving and receiving 
forgiveness do not come easily. 


If IS VERY different for those who 
presume to call themselves followers of 
Christ. At least it should be. The theme of 
forgiveness sought and granted runs 
through the New Testament. Nowhere does 
it receive clearer and more memorable 
expression than in the parable of . the 
Prodigal Son. 


Most of us identify easily with one or the 
other of the sons of the story—the prodigal 
who squandered his inheritance in riotous 
living and returned home abjectly penitent, 
or the narrowly righteous older son who 
complained that his father was too ready to 
forgive. But the real hero of the tale is the 
father. 


In fact, the parable could as well as be 


_ called “‘The Prodigal Father.’’ He stands for 
Christ’s loving Father and ours—for God 


who is ready to forgive us with almost 
prodigal generosity, if only we ask. 


ASKING IS all-important, and we have to 
mean it. In seeking God’s forgiveness, lip 
service won’t suffice. The parable takes it for 
granted that the Prodigal Son meant it when 
he turned away from his old way of life and 
came home to ask his father’s forgiveness. 
So we must mean it when we seek God’s 
forgiveness, for God can hardly forgive us 
for evil deeds which we intend to commit 
again if the occasion arises. 

The central point of the story, however, is 
the father’s eager willingness to forgive. It 
stands in sharp contrast with the older son’s 
resentful attitude. 

From his own, very human point of view, 
of course, the older son is right. The father’s 
response to his penitent younger son does go 
beyond the bounds of good sense, even 
beyond the bounds of justice. Such 
forgiveness can only arise from profound 
love. 


BUT IT IS love—God’s love and ours, 
modeled. on his—that Christianity is all 
about. A person who loves as God does (or 
tries to love that way) will be ready to forgive 


whatever other limitations we may have, 
every single one of us has the power to love, 
and so to be Godlike. A 


St. Luke, in his version of this saying of 
Jesus, helps us to get a bit more specific: 
“Be compassionate, as your Father is 
compassionate’ (Luke 6:36). Compassion, 
forgiveness—essential components of the 


Christian Life, basic ingredients of Godlike- - 


ness, 


In a striking passage, again from the 
Sermon, Jesus tells us: ‘‘If you bring your 
gift to the altar and there recall that your 
brother has anything against you, leave your 
gift at the altar, go first to be reconciled to 
your brother, and then come and offer your 
gift’? (Matthew 5:23-24). 


FIRST THINGS first! Worship of God is 
supremely important, but divorced from 
‘right interpersonal relationships, it can 
become a‘hollow mockery. 

“Pardon, and you shall be pardoned’’ 
(Luke 6:37). The Gospel of Luke has been 
called the Gospel of Great Pardons, of 
Forgiveness. Only he- records that as- 
tonishing prayer of the dying Jesus: ‘‘Father 
forgive them; they do not know what they 
are doing’’ (Luke 23:34). 

One day Peter asked Jesus: ‘‘Lord, when 
my brother wrongs me, how often must I 
forgive him? Seven times?’’ ‘‘No,’’ Jesus 
replied, “‘Not seven times; I say, seventy 
times seven times’’ (Matthew 18:21-22). 


THEN, TO DRIVE home his point, he told 


the story of the merciless official who owed 


. his master an immense sum of money. He 


pleaded and pleaded and the master went all 
the way and simply wrote off the debt. 


-. This official, in turn, refused even to be 
patient with a fellow employee who owed 
him a trifling sum. He had him thrown in 
jail. 

When the master heard about it he was 
furious, and the story ends on this powerful 
note: ‘‘Then in anger the master handed him 


over to the torturers until he paid back © 


all that he owed. My heavenly Father will 
treat you in exactly the same way unless 
each of you forgives his brother from his 
heart’’ (Matthew 18:34-35). 

AGAINST A background such as this, the 
implications of a favorite prayer stand out 
sharply: ‘‘...and forgive us the wrong we 
have done as we forgive those who wrong 
us’’ (Matthew 6:12; Luke 11:4). 


That these lessons. made a deep 
impression on the Christian community is 
evident from these distant but clear echoes 
in the. apostolic writings: ‘‘Bear with one 
another; forgive whatever grievances you 
have against one another. Forgive as the 
Lord has forgiven you’’ (Colossians 3:13). 


“Get rid of all bitterness, all passion and 
anger, harsh words, slander, and malice of 
every kind. In place of these, be kind to one 
another, compassionate, and mutually 


- forgiving, just as God has forgiven you in 


Christ” (Ephesians 4:32). 


(or try to forgive) as generously—as 
prodigally—as the father in the parable. 


One who doles out forgiveness according 
to narrow justice will imitate the older son. 
To act that way makes perfectly good 
sense—humanly speaking. But as Christians 
we are called to more than good sense in 
regard to forgiveness and much else 
besides. 


If we can err in our approach to forgiving 
others, ‘we can err just as badly when it 
comes to forgiving ourselves. Basically, 
there are two ways of doing this: by being 
too hard on ourselves, and by not being 
nearly hard enough. 


THE LATTER happens when we seek 
forgiveness from God and other people 


without being really sorry. Real sorrow isn’t - 


measured by tears and emotion. Its test is 
clear and concrete—the test of behavior. 


If we soon find ourselves slipping back 
into the same unloving, vicious behavior 
which originally touched off our so-called 
sorrow, we can be pretty sure it left much to 
be desired. In that case we are like small 
children, quick to say ‘‘I’m sorry’’ for their 
misbehavior when an adult reprimands 
them, who do exactly the same thing again a 
few minutes later. 


The other extreme is to be almost 
neurotically concerned with our past, 
repented misdeeds. Though they are truly 
sorry, some people find it next to impossible 
to believe that God can really have. forgiven 
them. Though they don’t intend it, they are 


in effect calling into question the very reality 
of God’s love and Christ’s redeeming 
sacrifice. 


JESUS DIED for our sins, and his sacrifice 
was. sufficient to earn all the forgiveness 
necessary for any amount of sincerely 
repented human sin. The merit of what he 
did is there for the asking, whenever we ask 
rightly. All of us, no doubt, accept this 
intellectually, yet morbid obsession with old, 
repented misbehavior casts doubts on it in 
practice. ; 


In everyday life, forgiveness comes to us 
through other people. So God, respecting 
our human nature which he created, 
mediates his forgiveness—like his other 
gtaces—through the special community of 
believers which we call the Church. The 
wonder of the sacraments is that God uses 


human signs and instruments as channels of 


his grace. 


Instead of bypassing the human, as he 
might have done, he works with and through 
it. Thus the sacrament of Reconciliation, in 


which we experience. God’s forgiveness and - 


renewed communion with him, very 
naturally involves an experience of recon- 
ciliation with our fellows in the faith. 


George Bernard Shaw was right. Forgive- 
ness doesn’t come easily to human beings. 


But it does come easily to God, our ~ 


prodigally generous Father. It is possible for 
us to presume on his capacity for forgiving 
(as we may do if our “‘sorrow’’ is more show 
and emotion than reality) but it is scarcely 
possible to overestimate it.

LISTEN TO the excuses: She can’t talk to 
me that way. I won’t put up with his 
insolence. This is the last straw. Don’t put 
your foot in~this house again. I’ve had 
enough of your face and guff. After all I’ve 
done for you,. look at the way you treat me. 
You aren’t worth the room you take up. How 


- did I earn a son like you. If you so much as 


come near me again, I'll... hope you get all 
the grief you deserve. If I had known what 
you were like when I married you. Don’t 
worry, I’ll neither forgive nor: forget what 
you did. And so on. 

Sound familiar? We don’t have a garden 
of Eden yet. The Kingdom of Heaven may be 
here, but sometimes its ‘luminosity and 
healing peace has yet to be fully 
experienced. 

One of the reasons why so many people 


find it hard to forgive is that they think it” 


won’t work. They haven’t seen the forgiven 
party healed and cured. They find that the 
offender. too often keeps repeating the 
wounds. Sick of being abused and betrayed, 
people finally give up in despair, having 
come to the conclusion that forgiveness is a 
nice idea that doesn’t work. 


THE APOSTLES ran into such a situation. 
They knew how stubborn human nature 


could be and were puzzled that Jesus spent 


so much time talking about forgiveness. 
Surely he must see how useless it was in so 
many cases. 


in an instant. Again, however, the purpose 
was to lead them to a greater love of others 
and a deeper knowledge of the truth. One 
noted: 


‘“SALL THROUGH this, he kept stressing 
the importance of love. The places where he 
showed it best involved my sister; I have 
always been very close to her. He showed 
me some instances where I had been selfish 
to my ‘sister, but then just as many times 
where I had really shown love to her and had 
shared with her. 


“‘He pointed out to me that I should try to 
do things for other people, to try my best. 
There wasn’t any accusation in any of this, 
though. When he came across times when I 
had been selfish; his attitude was only that.1 
had been learning from them, too.’’ 


I found many fascinating parallels — 


‘between these reports and some of our 
common Catholic Christian beliefs or 
practices. 


CONSIDER, for one example, these 
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Still they tested him on the matter. ‘‘How 
often must I forgive my neighbor and 
brother? Seven times?’’ In allowing for 
seven acts of major forgiveness they thought 


they were being somewhat generous. 


They were astonished at Christ’s reply. 
“Not just seven times, but seventy times 
seven.’’ They knew that he didn’t just mean 
490 times, but always. He didn’t argue with 
them on the reasonableness of forgiving. In 
fact most of the time it seemed unreason- 


able. 


HE CALLED on them to make an act of 


faith in the offender, by believing that 
ultimately no one is beyond redemption. 


While alive they are capable of being 


reached, touched and healed by forgiveness. 


Christ based his-teaching on the mercy of 


God that was inexhaustible. If anyone could 
have washed his hands of the human race for 


all its foolishness, stupidity, insults and 


rejections of him, God could have been first 
in line. 


Still God comes back again and again with 
‘his forgiving love, most of all in his Son 
Jesus. To err is human, to forgive, divine. 
Jesus asks us to share in the forgiving and 


healing power of God to bring about peace 


and reconciliation among all peoples. 


An impossible dream for the doubters. A 
realizable hope for the true believers.

Social blessing—and makes a little money, too—Bingo

Monday at St. Joseph Cathedral is a major 
social event on the calendars of the senior 
citizens who predominate in the neighbor- 
hoods surrounding the downtown parish. 


.They come by the score for noon Mass, a 
reasonable priced lunch at Cathedral Plaza 
and an afternoon of Bingo, legal in the city 
since last November. 


THE SOCIAL ASPECT is the key to the 
Monday afternoon games, according to 
William Basile who heads the parish Bingo 
games. 


“We make little money on Seniors’ 
Bingo,’’ he asserts. 
overhead and we offer free refreshments. 
But it is a great way for seniors to socialize 
and have fun.’” 


Games are held in the afternoon because 
that is the best time for the elderly players 
who either “‘go to bed early in the evening or 
who are afraid to come out at night,’’ Basile 
said. 


IN CORONADO at Sacred Heart parish 
Friday is Bingo night, but the emphasis is 
still social, according to Msgr. John 
Portman, pastor. 


‘“‘The parish only makes about $100 a 
week on Bingo, but the regular players, 
mostly senior citizens, look forward to each 
Friday for an evening out. Many go out for 
dinner and come to the parish for Bingo,”’ he 
noted. 


Many parishes do look to Bingo as a 
source of badly needed revenue. At the 
cathedral, for instance, Thursday night 
Bingo is a ‘major money maker. 


REVENUES FROM the combined Bingo 


games at the cathedral run to about $500 
weekly, according to Basile, and the 
- proceeds are great help toward reducing 

the large parish debt, said Msgr. Rudolph 
Galindo, cathedral rector.

“‘We have a lot of: 


Charges that churches shouldn’t make 
money from Bingo are ‘’ridiculous’’ in the 
eyes of Father Louis Copestake, associate at 
Santa Sophia in Spring Valley, a relatively 
new parish with a school and a large debt. 
“After all,’ he said, ‘‘one reason 
Californians voted for legal Bingo last year 
was to provide for charitable revenue.” 


Santa Sophia nets “‘roughly $600 weekly’’ 
from Bingo, and Father Copestake also 
points to the social aspects as a real benefit. 
“But at least half the players are not 
parishioners, so Bingo helps us relate to the 
larger community too,’’ he said. 


THE PUBLIC RELATIONS angle was also 
cited by Father Charles Dollen, pastor of St. 
Gabriel, Poway. ‘‘We are basically a country 
parish and our Bingo game gets great 
response as a community-wide form of 
recreation,’ he said. = 

Jean Hennessy, St. Gabriel Bingo 
coordinator, noted that games have raised 
about $5,000 for building fund for the first 


- church of the new parish, and another $2,500 


for various charities such as the community 


. paramedic fund and the senior citizen 


nutrition program. 

Recéiving a major assist from parish 
Bingo games are Catholic schools. At St. 
Patrick’s, San Diego, for instance, ‘‘the 
weekly revenue will not completely support 
the school, but it will prevent a tuition hike,”’ 
notes Father. Vincent McGarvey, OSA, 
pastor. : 


And at St. Vincent de Paul parish, Mission 
Hills, Bingo is a real blessing. ‘‘Our school 
runs at a deficit of about $30,000 annually,”’ 
said Msgr. Peter Mimnagh, pastor. 


‘WITH BINGO, it looks as though we are 
going to pick up $20,000-$25,000 of that each 
year,’’ he predicted. But at St. Vincent, too, 
the social and recreational aspect of Bingo 
for senior citizens is not overlooked and 
regular Sunday afternoon Seniors’ Bingo is 
planned. :

BIG FUND-RAISER—Since it was legalized last November, Bingo has become very 


popular at several parishes throughout the diocese. Not only does it bring in vital funds

Pastors’ plans for the future also depend 
to a degree on Bingo. In National City, for 
instance, at St. Anthony parish, Father 
Robetto Omana is banking Bingo proceeds 
in hopes of building a trade school to help 
young people of the area break out of the 
unemployment trap. 4 


The debate over whether or not Bingo is 
justified enterprise will continue. But no 
matter the outcome, the fact that Bingo in 
the parishes is providing a much-needed 
social outlet as well as revenue remains, and 
it looks as though Bingo is in the parishes to 
stay.

It has red and yellow rings, a cross and a 
heart, and if you’re anywhere near Los 
Angeles next week or the Los Angeles 
Coliseum on Sunday, June 26, you will see 
it—in the back window of almost every car. 


For it is the Worldwide Marriage 
Encounter symbol, seen on hundreds of cars 
as they move along the highways. 


During the week of June 19-26 some 
10,000 couples and hundreds of religious will 
attend the 3rd annual convention at USC and 
other centers, and 100,000 people will pack 
the giant stadium as though for an American 
all-star game.

to go in the parish—as a couple.”’

AUTOBIOGRAPHY: ST. ANTHONY MARY 
CLARET edited by Father Jose Maria Vinas, 
CME. Claretian Publications, 400 N. Euclid 
Ave., Oak Park, IL 60302. 353 pages, No 
price listed. 


In response to his spiritual director’s 
request, Archbishop Claret began his 
autobiography in the 1850s, and spent more 
than four years on them. Read within the 
context of their time, these autobiographical 
notes form a most remarkable document. 


Born of humble parents, Anthony Adjutor 
Claret grew up to become a missionary «in 
Catalonia and the Canary Islands. In 1850, 
on the Feast of the Holy Rosary, he was 
ordained to be Archbishop of Santiago, 
Cuba. Later he was recalled to Madrid to act 
as confessor to Queen Isabel II. 

His spirituality, while typical of the 
mid-19th century, was intense and gener- 
ous. He was caught up in zeal in spreading 
the message of Christ. His life and times, as 
told by himself, make for very interesting 
reading. 


AN ORDINARY SAINT: JOHN NEUMANN 
by Jane F. Hindman. Arena Lettres, 432

If any saint can be: called ordinary, 
probably Bishop John Neumann would be 
the first to apply. No extraordinary miracles 
or signs are presented in his life and he kept 
rather quiet about his inner spiritual life. 


Born in 1811, the third child of a.German 
father and a Czech mother, John Neumann 
grew up in an 11th century village. He 
studied for the diocesan priesthood, but 
shortly before ordination he left to work on 
the missions in the United States. 


His priestly career took him over vast 
regions in Pennsylvania and New York. His 
final years were spent as Bishop of 
Philadelphia. Jane Hindman covers his 
activities thoroughly in a book that deserves 
a place in every parish library. Teenagers 
should love it.
